Conscience Stricken, As He Says, 
John R. Owens Maces an 
Affidavit. 

John R. Owens, whose daughter 
' had been awarded a verdict for 
W $(.,500 against the Louisville Rail 
' way Company, makes a most re- 
markable statement in an allidavit 
filed in the case. He stales in ef- 
fect that his daughter was not en 
titled to any damages hgaim>t the 
Street Car Couipaqy, 

The affiant says that for the past 
nine years he ha* lived with his 
- wife and family at 1230 West Ken 
tucky street, and that he is a car- 
penter. The accident is said to 
have happened in February, 1904, 
though the affiant alleges that bis 
f ^ daughter went to school every day 
\and Suuday-sohool from January 
, Ji, 1904, until about April 13. Then 
she was ill for the four months fol- 
lowing and Dr. Mulvcy, who at- 
tended her, said slie had sciatic 
rheumatism. AfHant says he heard 
nothing about the street car acci- 
dent until after the illness, when it 
was suggested as a possible cause. 

However he says he refused to 
bring the suit because he had no 
reason to believe from what he 
knew and what the doctor said to 
him thai mere was any ground for 
action. 

The suit was brought in the 
name of Fanny Owens, the girl's 
elder sister, and tiie father now 
• wears that he knew nothing about 
it until it was on trial. "Since 
conclusion of the trial," the affiant 
continues, ' this matter has so 
preyed upon his mind and con 
stantly annoyed him until he felt it 
his duty to go to some one connect 
ed with the street car company and 
tell them the facts set out in the 
affidavit." 

Affiant declares that last week 
he went to the office of J. \. Funk, 
superintendent of the Railway 
Company, with intention of relat- 
ing the circumstances but lie found 
Mr. Funk out. Again on April 14 
he alienee to have gone to the of- 
fice ol Mr. Devoe, of the construc- 
tion department to tell him. Mr. 
Debde was out and lie told Mr. 
Harry Towles. In company with 
Mr. Towles he went to the office of 
Fairleigh, Straus it, Fairleigh where 
the ailiduvit was prepared. 

From the first the Louisville 
Railway Company denied that any 
such accident happened as that in 
which the Owens girl alleged slit 
-was injured. The suit was for 
/ $16,000. The girl, who is about

Hot Bed Talk. 

From experience we have found 
that the moving or establishing ihe 
hot beds at a different Bite *i 
spring is not economical. When 
making hot beds we have sever* 
verv important points to see alter. 
The most, imponant is diainage. A 
hot. btd with bad drainage causes 
injury to the grower. 

The plants of sucb a hot bed 
have a weak condition. Tt»s plants 
make a Wiak and stunted growth 
assuming a greenish-yeilow cast, 
such plants alter being transplanted 
will hardly ever make any growth, 
even tinder the best of care. The 
hot bed should, if possible, occupy 
p'.ice which is sheltered from the 
North and North west winds and 
he stme time have . n itural 
nagc. Bottom heat is neces- 
sary for germination of all seeds, 
Bapeaialljr onions, tomatoes and 
peppers. 

1 ne amount of soil in the hot bed 
1 a very important matter. It often 
hippens, that in hot beds the Boil is 
filled in too shallow. Then the 
rootlets of the plants penetr-Ve int« 
the manure, and fire fanging burn- 
ing will be the consequence. Too 
uiueh soil on the other hand does 
not warm up so rapidly and tends 
to make the bed cold and plants 
will look yellow and sickly. From 
four to five inches of soil is just 
right.
